BASTIAN ANOTHER HOLNES

Thought to Have Been Gailty of Six |
Murders.

MANY CRIMES OF A SUICIDE

Suspiclious Neighbors Investigate and the
Murderer llangs Uimself—Forgery
and Arson Among Other Crimes
Digging for the Remalas,

Rock Island, April 8. ~Henry Bas-
tian, formerly living on AMIill Creek,
four miles from here, who on March 13
committed suilcide by hanging, s now |
known to have murdered Fred Kusch-
mann, a farm-hand; John Lauderbach, |
farm haml, and Fritz Krelnsen, a farm
hand., Others missing and believed o
have been murdered by Bastlan are

Hugh MceCaffrey, a farm hand: Bas-
tinn's baby, two days old, and Hanna
Parizh, & colored nurse. An enterpris-
I real estate agent has leased the
Bastian farm and charges 10 cents ot
the gate for the privilege ol seeing the
cherlff and posse dig for further evi-
dence,

In addition to these six murders the
dead man is charged with forgery, ar-
son and other crimes. He was but 26
years old, was a promineut member of
the church and was regarded as an

L uprlght man by his nelghbors during

the five ¥ears In which, It 18 now sup-
posed, he wae Killing hig farm hands,
burning barns and robbing his friends
and relatives. From the day he was |
married and came Into possession of
his farm Bastinn lived a dual life, not
even his wife having any suspiclon of
his erimes,

HI8 LAST MURDER.

His last murder was that of Kusch-
man, and the lntter's relatives, belng
suspicious of Bastlan, Instituted a very
seutching Inquiry that resulted in the

dence of Hastlan's gullt, but so strong
wag the unbellef of the neighbors that
the arrest was postponed. Bastlan,
backed up as he was by the nelghbors,
would probably have lived down the
suspleion, had he not mortgaged the
farm his parents owned for $13.000. The
mortgage and signuture were discov-
ered to be forgeries on March 12, and
the man who held the mortgage went
to Bastlan’s farm that day and threat-
ened to prosecute him. Bastian se- |
cured money from his father-in-law
that night.

Next morning his sister Carrle found
his body hanging from a rafter in an
outhouse.  After the funeral the au-
thoritles began an examination of the
tarm. Beneath a plle of lumber the re-
malng of a man, supposed to be Lauder-
bach, were found, with the skull cleft
as by an axe, Traces of Kreinsen's
bones and possessions were found In a
pig pen, and the body I8 supposed to
have been eaten by hogs, The last
seen of Lauderbach was early in Febru-
ary, 1805, when he drew 3500 from the
bank Iin Rock Island, According to
Bastlan, he returned to the farm,
packed hils clothes and left a note for
$500, which Lauderbach held, and was
afterward cashed by Bastian, who sald
he bad discounted it. Fritz Kreinsen
vanished In much the same way. In
October, 15838, he drew his pay and left,
going west, so Bastian sanid, since when
he has not been heard of.
